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EXPEDITION 
WILL OPEN 
KARA SE 


EDINBURGH, Scotland, Sept. 28.— 
In the early days of August there 
sailed from Leith, the port of Edin- 
burgh, an ice-breaking ship, named 
the Alexandria, as part of an expe 
dition to explore the possibilities of 
establishing a new trade route be- 
tween Great Britain and Siberia by 
way of the Kara Sea. The expedi- 
tion is organized by the All-Russian 
Co-operative Society, Limited, Lon- 
don, and is being carried out on the 
instruction of the Russian Soviet srov 
ernment. 

Its leadership has been intrusted to 
Capt. Otto Sverdrop, who was Dr. 
Nansen’s chicf assistant in his polar 
expeditions. Captain Sverdrop is a 
man of great activity and energy. He 
will be assisted by Capt. John Retskin, 
who has been in charge of previous 
northern ventures, and the party wil! 
include Dr. Torberg Schrutler, who 
will act as investigator in regard to 
Arctic flora and fauna. There will 
also be a cinematograph operator on 
board. Should succe:s attend the ex- 
redition, and result in the éstablish- 
ment of a regular route, it will, it is 
hoped and believed, bring about an 
important development of a wide area 
of this district 01 oiperia and be of no 
little profit to European countries. 

The Kara Sea is part of the Arctic 
Ocean, and, except on the northwes 
side, is wholly inclosed by land, In 
1869 a Norwegian made the discovery 
that it was accessible, and in 1875 
it was crossed, and it was then that 
the feasibility of it being made a 
trare route between Northern Siberia 
ond Europe was suggested. The Kara 
Sea is shallow, and the open season 
is but a brief one. The western straits, 
indeed, are at times ice-bound during 
the whole year. 


Cargo Ships Sail 


In connection with the expedition 
the first to be undertaken on a large 
scale to the Kara Sea, five cargo ships 
had already sailed, two from Liver- 
pool, two from Hamburg and one 
from Gothenburg. They and the ice- 
breaker are to meet at Murmansk, 
and are to set out together for the 
arctic regions. The intention is tu 
get into touch with the interior of 
Sibéria from the northern seaboard by 
means of the rivers. 

Interviewed in Edinburgh, Mr. Solo- 
mon, a director of the All-Russian 
Co-operative Society, explained that 
the vessels were carrying agri- 
cultural implements, ilway plant, 
engineering , carpenters’ and lock- 
smiths’ tools, as well as hardware for 
household use and a variety of other 
articles. Altogether something like 
11,000 tons of cargo have been loaded, 


and it will be set down at the mouths | 


of the rivers Obe and Yenissey, and 
the goods will be received by lighters 
and barges, which were dispatched 
about the middle of July from Omsk 
and Krasnoyarsk, and which are to 
be in waiting at pre-arranged rendez 
vous to meet the expedition ships. 

These ships, it is intended, will re- 
turn laden with hides, wool and other 
products of Siberia, and these will be 
delivered in Great Britain to the 
amount, probably, of 15,000 tons or 
thereabout. 


Water Uncharted 


It is recognized that the voyage will 
not be without its interest because 
of the fact that much of the water 
to be sailed is completely uncharted. 
Mr. Solomon pointed out that com- 
mercial development is only one of 
the objects of the expedition, though 
the main one; it is also to be an ex- 
pedition of considerable importance 
in the way of investigation, and in- 
struments are to be carried so that 
hydrographic, barometric, nautical 
and other observations will be made. 

Though the expedition is not purely 
British, everything required that 
could be obtained in this country was 
got here. Other parts of the cargoes 
were purchased in America, Norway, 
Sweden and Denmark. The promoters 
estimate the cost of the expedition at 
41,000,000, 


BRITISH GOVERNMENT

by giving actual financial assistance 
to some scheme having that object in 
view, but which has not yet -been 
worked out in detail, says the Daily 
Mail,

production must be reduced and that 
for a time much of the British trade 
must be conducted at a loss. The 
whole proposal is a part of the gov- 
ernment’s plan to cope with the un- 
gmployment and forms, in addition,

and local authorities, manufacturers, 
bankers and organized labor. 


Better to Spend Money 


According to the Mail, the cabinet’s 
view is that if there is no trade re- 


| vival there will be an average of one 
| million workers without work in the 
|next three years whose bare mainten- 
ance will cost the national or local 
funds £100,000,000 annually, and that 
it is better to spend this money reviv- 
ing trade, thus giving employment to 
| workers at home, The minister says 
it is better to revive trade than to bal 
ance the budget.

Macleod To Have 
Resident Judge 


OTTAWA, Sept. 24.—Angus M. 
MacDonald of Lacombe, Alberta, bar- 
rister, was officially gazetted this 
week as judge of the district court of 
the district of Macleod, Alberta. 


The above announcement will come 
as a surprise to the public, though 
perhaps not to the legal fraternity. 
Its importance lies in the fact that 
evidently the new government at Ed- 
monton has decided to revive the Mac- 
leod judicial district which about a 
year ago was practically done away 
with when Judge McNeil was removed 
to Calgary. At that time the Macleod 
people were up in arms over the re- 
moval of the judge and the partial loss 
of the judicial district. Since then no 
new judge has been appointed, and 
Judge Jackson of Lethbridge has been 
handling cases in the district. How- 
ever, the duties have been found too 
onerous for one judge, and the gazet 
ting of Judge MacDonald is the re- 
sult, 

Macleod people will welcome the an- 
nouncement, which will mean the re- 
turn to this town of a resident judge. 

Judge MacDonald, the new judge, 
is a well known Lacombe lawyer of 
many years’ standing in that town. 
He came from Prince Edward Island 
and is about 50 years of age. 


Pearce Farmers 
Eager For Water 


The farmers of Pearce district are 


intensely interested in irrigation, so 
much so that they made a request to 
the irrigation office in Calgary, ask- 


ing for some one to meet them and 
discuss the subject of having their 
land irrigated. Many of these men 


were signers to the petitions for the 


Macleod South Irigation district. 
Very few can get water from this 
project, but their cry is “Give us 


water at any cost!” W. H. Meek, who 
is in charge of the Calgary office, 
came down Thursday to meet these 
men Thursday evening in the school 
house at Pearce, During the after- 
noon he met with the trustees of the 
Macleod South district, and they drove 
him to Pearce in the evening, where 
a very interesting meeting was held. 
Mr. Meek placed before them the plan 
of their district, pointing out that the 
majority of their land could at the 
present time be watered by a pumping 
station, which is a very costly plan. 
After going over the whole situation 
they told Mr. Meek that they had 
been without crops for some time, and 
if they were to remain settlers in this 
district they must have water. A sur- 
vey party will be sent to this part 
early in October, and another effort 
is to be made to get water to these 
farmers so that they may not have to 
move, 


Commission's New

PARIS, France, Sept. 28. — The 
Commission on Reparations, it is an- 
nounced, will begin a study of the 
Loucheur-Rathenau accord next week. 
It is, therefore, obvious that it can 
rot enter into operation on October 1 
as had been suggested. 

Louis Loucheur left today on a tour 
of the devastated region. At Bethune, 
he had a conference with the mayor, 
representatives of the co-operative so- 
cieties and the administrative agent. 
Among the towns which he is visiting 
to ascertain the precise needs of the 
inhabitants are Arras, Amiens, Pe- 
ronne and Lassigny. 

Some anxiety is caused by the re 
ports of the reconstruction of the 
German Cabinet, which may change 
its policy. The general feeling in 
France is that the present govern- 
ment in Berlin is the most favorable 
from the French viewpoint that can be 
expected, There is attributed to the 
member of the Commission on Guar- 
antees who has arrived in Berlin 
great skepticism regarding the possi- 
bility of Germany paying her next 
installment to the Allies.

GRAIN ON WAY 
TO MONTREAL 


MONTREAL, Quebec, Sept. 28.— 
In order to prevent the harbor of 
Montreal from becoming blocked with 
American grain to the detriment of 


Canadian shippers, both the Cana- 
dian Pacific and Grand Trunk Rail 
ways have decided to control the 


movement by applying the permit sys- 
tem to such grain coming to Georgian 
Bay ports for transit to Montreal. 
In future no boat can come from Am 
erican lake ports to Port MeNichol or 
Tiffin, Ontario, without a permit to 
unload. The grain question is increas- 
ing rather than decreasing, with a 
continually growing amount of grain 
arriving both at Georgian Bay and 
at the elevators here. The Grand 
Trank on one day recently had 13 lake 
freighters waiting at the Georgian 
Bay ports for a chance to unload, with 
over 8,000,000 bushels, while at the 
elevators themselves there were 3,750- 
000 bushels in course of transit, mak- 
ing a total of between 11,000,000 and 
12,000,000 bushels waiting to be car- 
ried to Montreal for transference to 
ocean vessels. The Canadian Pacific 
reported nine vessels waiting at Port 
MeNichol with 3,000,000 bushels, con- 
sisting of both American and Can- 
adian grain, while the Canadian Paci- 
fic elevator at Port MeNicol, with a 
capacity of 4,500,000 bushels was 
working about 4,000,000 bushels of 
mixed grain. 

The total amount of grain awaiting 
shipment reported by the Canadian 
Pacific is 9,500,000 bushels, consisting 
of 3,000,000 bushels on the lake 
freighters, 4,000,000 bushels in the 
elevator, and 2,500,000 bushels ‘n cars 
in Montreal and held back. The num- 
ber of cars here and held back re- 
ported by the two railways on the 
given day was 1057 belonging to the 
ir Trunk and 1100 to the Can- 
Pacific.

Is The Sailing Ship 


Coming Back = 


(Chicago Tribune.) 

A great deal of the beauty and ro 
mance of the sea passed with the de-| 
cline of the sailing ship. There is no-| 
thing afloat today, not even an Ameri- 
can cup winner, that could give tne 
esthetic thrill of a clipper under full 


sail. As for speed, only a relatively 


few steam-driven ships surpass even 
today, the fastest of the clippers, 
which sometimes ran 350 knots in 24 
hours. 

The sailing ship gave way to the 


steamer because the latter was more 
reliable as to runs, and was not hung 
up by calms or slowed down so much 
by head winds and gales, and finally 
could be operated in larger units. So 
it has been assumed that the sailing 
ship has been displaced forever. It 
survives, though chiefly under fore 
and aft rig, but most ocean freight is 
carried by the steam-driven vessel. 
But there talk of the re 
vival of the sailing ship as a carrier. 
The Suez and Panama canals have 
shortened the world routes materially 
coal is becoming a more expensive 
fuel, and oil is not cheap.

Some Good Ways 
Of Wooing Sleeps 


The application of heat to the end 
of the spine will often relieve an over-

Take in mind the breathing; reduce 
the number of inspirations and expir- 
ations one-half; make each one full,| 
deep and prolonged. To do this the} 


a short time the subject gets sleepy 
and lapses into unconsciousness.—DR.

Healthy Home.” 


Here is a recipe which has been 
found practical: One end of an 8-foot 
cord is fastened th the top of the 
counterpane with a paper clip. The 
other end of the cord is fastened to-a 
soft weight padded with cotton and 
hung over the foot of the bed. When 
one fails to find sleep after a few mo- 
ments, the counterpane is pulled over 
the head. This covering of the head 
induces that long, even breathing na- 
tural to the approach of sleep and 
helps in securing the desired ‘“mon- 
otony.” As one dozes off, with the 
counterpane over the head, the hand 
holding the counterpane relaxes, and 
the weight at the other end of the 
cord pulls it down, so that one is again 
breathing fresh air for the rest of 
the night.—H. A. MOJE, well known 
physician and writer.

This method is a sort of self- 
hypnosis and is not liable to be detri- 
mental save where ocular disease ex- 
ists—DR. WILLIAM S. WALSH, au- 
thor of “Yours for Sleep.” 


Assume an easy position with the 
hands resting over the abdomen. Take 
a long, slow, but easy and natural 
breath in such a way as gradually and 
gently to lift the hands outward by 
the action of the abdomen. At the 
same time slowly and gradually open 
eyes, so that at the end of the inspira- 
tion they are wide open and directed 
upward. Let the breath out easily and 
naturally, letting the hands fall in- 
ward as the outward pressure of the 
abdomen is with drawn. At the sam» 
time, let the eyes drop and the eyelids 
naturally fall by their own weight. 
so that they are closed at the end of 
the expiration. Do all this quietly and 
natuarlly. Do not make hard work of 
it. Repeat the inspiration and expir- 
ation with opening and lifting, drop- 
ping and closing the eyes ten times. 
Then take the breaths in the same 
way, allowing the eyes to remain 
closed. Alternate the breath with 
opening and closing of the eyes and 
the breaths with closed eyes.—DR

~ Back Bone And The | 
Child 


(By W. A. McKeever, well known lec- 
turer and author and a national 
authority on Juvenile problems.) 


The brain may be the seat of intel- 
ligence, but the seat of character is 
strung all the way down through the 
neck and the back. There are more 
weak backs than weak brains among 
our young people, and that means a 
defective point of view and person- 
ality. 

The often quoted saying, ‘“back- 
bone, like a jelly fish,” does not im- 
ply merely a lack of courage, but also 
a lack of solid muscular tissue along 
the spine. 

Examine your 16-year-old boy, who 
is presumably about at the stage of 
the high school junior. Is his neck 
thin and loose-woven? Are there 
thick, soft layers of fatty growth on 
both sides of his spinal column? 
Then he lacks stamina, self-reliance, 
firmness and decision for one of his 
age. He is a sort of a “big baby.” 
There is not enough fresh red blood 
going to the vertebral region t» feed 
and nourish the great spinal nerves. 

What should be done about this 
backbone deficit? you ask. Why, the 
boy must get busy and build it up. 
Where he has soft milk cells there 
must be a tough ropy texture of the 
flesh. Exercise and that alone will do 
the trick here. To rebuild your boy’s 
baby back into a man’s back will 
change his entire attitude toward life 
and its duties. 

Very often you will find a youth 
who has two good strong legs—from 
much walking—and two fairly good 
arms, developed from a considerable 
amount of incidental exercise, while 
his back is like a 6-year-old’s. You 
may also find on testing the matter 
that this same youth has a rather 
keen intelligence. But the qualities 
which cluster around courage, ini- 
tiative and forcefulness will be !ack- 
ing. The weak back is the index. 

Nature intended that growing chil- 
dren should build their own backs--- 
by throwing, wrestling, swimming, 
climbing and fighting in rough-and- 
tumble. But the so-called civilizatior: 
has reduced this all to a level of what 
we think of as gentle refinement, and 
so left us to bring up a generation of 
comparative weaklings. 

As to industrial backbone culture— 
hoeing, pushing a bucksaw, running 2 
wheelbarrow, presiding at a wash- 
board, sweeping floors—these are un- 
surpassed, “Old-fashioned” boys and 
girls had their share of this sort of 


muscle culture, and perhaps more 
than enough. 
Parents may take their choice as 


to the necessary physical exercise for 
building a strong back in their chil- 
dren, only with the understanding that 
there is no substitute. Not reading 
about it, thinking about or wishing is 
were so, will stiffen the backbone of 
your boy. He must either get busy 
and sweat out his own vertebral sal- 
vation or remain a jellyfish, both phy- 
sically and mentally. 

Finally, the inference here is that 
your girl, as well as your boy, needs 
a spinal support for her character.

Tom says that all the left-overs 
turn up again in the salad or the soup, 
but I’m sure he’d never recognize 
them in the soup. He’s always asking 
me: 

“What kind of soup is this?” 

Sometimes I try to make up a name 
for it, but more often than not I just 
say: 

“My soups never have a name. 

Of course, for an elegant soup one 
might follow a recipe and use a 
French name, but ordinarily I have no 
special names nor any special ingred- 

.~ients for my soups. The magazines 
are full of recipes which call for buy- 
ing quantities of meat and vegetables, 
and other expenisve things for soups, 
but really, I very seldom buy anything 
en purpose for soups, and I serve it 
nearly every day. The left-over bit 


|ot vegetables of macaroni and ‘ahaa, 
the rack of the chicken or the bone 
from the roast, the water in which the 
rice was cooked or the rind from a 
piece of bacon all contain the nucleus 
of a pot of excellent soup, for which | 
there will always be the demand for a| 
second helping. 

One hears a great deal about using 
the water in which vegetables have 
been cooked for soups, but it seems to 
me that carrots, peas and most of the 
vegetables from which the liquid 
would be appetizing, should cook in 
very little water, all of which they 
will absorb before they are done. So I 


do not depend at all upon vegetable | 


waters for my soups. 


During the warm weather cold} 
soups are good. I have tasted a to- 
mato bouillon, both jellied and in 


liquid form and extremely good in 
each case. I have never, however, 
until this summer, tried making cold 


soups. Then the weather was so warm | 


and I had some veal bones from which 
a mold had already been made, but 
which I knew were still full of lovely 
jelly; so, sans experience, sans recipe, 
sans everthing, I set to work to make 
a cold consomme, and it was quite a 
success. I put the bones with a little 
onion, celery seed, peppercorns and 
other seasonings, over the simmerer 
with nearly a quart of water and al- 
lowed it to cook for half a day; when 
I strained it carefully. When cold it 
was stiffly jellied. I skimmed the fat 
off the top and put the rest into bouil- 
lon cups and served it very cold. Now, 
however, I begin to look forward to 
the season of hot soups. In the winter 
I used to take left-over potatoes, rice 
them and cook them slowly for a long 
time with an onign and the coarser 
stalks from a headsof celery. This 
mixture, made with water, I could 
keep in sealing jars and add milk, a 
little butter and any additional sea- 
sonings required, when I wanted to 
serve it. I found it an excellent pre- 
paration for an emergency. And by 
the way, any of the unsweetened can- 
ned milks are excellent for soups of 
this sort. Even when using fresh milk 
a little of the canned variety may be 
used for enrichment.

W'th the infinite varieties of beau- 

tifiers science has discovered in the 


last few years to give the hair which 
has not been gifted by nature that 
charming beauty every woman longs 
to possess, there is little reason for 
the women of this day enduring the 
disfiguration of an unattractive head- 
dress. 

The young girl of sixteen or seven- 
teen usually has beautiful hair. At 
this critical age hair should be attend- 
ed most carefully in order to preserve 
the original charm without later hav- 
ing to resort to the artificial aids, as 
in the case of the woman whose hair 
has net been properly taken care of 
at this time, 

The hair should not be shampooed 
too often. Too frequent shampooing 
tends to destroy the natural oils of the 
hair and make the scalp dry and the 
hair brittle. 

If you find that your oil glands are 
working unnaturally and your hai» 
has the tendency to become too oily, 
twice a month, or, in extreme 
once a week, is not too often to sham- 
poo. But if you are of that vast var- 
iety of women who find that the scalp 
has the tendency to be¢ome dry and 
irritated, by all means do not attempt 
your soap and water shampoo more 
than once a month, 

Innuemarble shampoo soap com- 
pounds are offered on the market. But 
unless one is certain of the merits of a 
particular product, not only by the 
manufacturer’s guarantee, but by ac- 
tual sampling on the ends of the hair, 
it is well to confine your shampoo 
soap to plain castile.

'The covering of the hair is far too 
| delicate for this and the minute scales 
| that encase each hair is likely to be 
| broken off in places. 

The soap then should be cut into 
| small pieces, placed in an earthen pit- 
| cher and a pint of boiling water pour- 
ed in upon it. Stir until warm. When 
| the water has cooled to a comfortable 
| temperature, the soap in it will have 

become sufficiently dissolved. 
be stirred thoroughly, however, so 
| that no soap lumps remain. 

Pour a little of this mixture over 
the wet hair and rub it in as you 
pour. The complete head must be 
saturated with soap mixture so that 
a fluffy lather ensues. Set the pitcher 
on your nearby shelf or table, and 
with the tips of the fingers work in 
the creamy lather thoroughly. Be 
!stre to give particular attention to 
the hair line, at the temples and be- 
hind the ears, especially. 

The spray is again employed. It is 
best to hold it off from the head about 
two or three inches so that the im- 
pact of the water coming against the 
| sealp surface will have a stimulating 
effect. Be careful, too, that the water 
is not too hot. A medium heat is best, 
as the very hot water is liable to burn 
| the scalp tissue and effect the oil se- 
cretions. On the other hand a water 
too cold will not dissolve the fatty ac- 
cumulations of the scalp. 

When the hair and scalp are thor- 
oughly rinsed, the remainder of the 
soap mixture is applied as_ before. 
| This time the soap will make a fliuf- 
fier lather, and the ends of the hair 
should be brought up and laid on the 
head in a cross fold while the lather 
is working upon it thoroughly. The 
slightly cooler water is used through 
the spray for this rinsing, as the orig- 
inal accumulations have already been 
removed by the first application. The 
final rinsing should be barely luke- 
warm, but never cold. 

| The hair should be carefully wiped 
of its free water with a coarse Tur- 
kish towel. But it is a mistake to rub 
it violently or to whip it into drynags 

If your hair is of a dark brown 
color, a final rinse with a light 
henna solution, not light in color, but 
in mixture, may be applied just be- 
fore the hair is dried. The henna 

will bring out those reddish lights 
so attractive under the sun’s glare 
or the electric lamps of the ball room 
I do not mean to “henna’”’ hair when I 
| suggest this. The wash I mean is 
made by steeping a handful of henna 
leaves in a quart of boiling water 
When cool, the wash is strained, then 


poured through the hair and allowed | the embroidery, A 


to partially dry in before being rinsed 

The golden lights so enchanting in 
blond hair may be accentuated by 
applying a lemon rinse the same as 
the henna. The lemons are cut in 
slices, steeped in boiling water, then 
cooled, strained and the wash poured 
through as the other. 

The girl with deep black hair needs 
no rinse. Her hair is sufficiently beau- 
tiful with its blue lustre to need no 
artificial aid. So, too, with the giri 
who is the proud possessor of that 
glorious brown shade so desirable. 

By all means use the sunshine to 
dry your hair if possible. However, 
the warm air drier of the beauty par 
lors is not to be scorned. But be sure 
the air is warm, not hot. 


Make Most Of 
Apples 


(By Loretto C. Lynch, an authority on 
all matters pertaining to household 
management.) 


With the first days of autumn the 
marketer sees a glorious array of 
health-giving apples. Apples are to 
the fruit world what potatoes aré 
among vegetables. It behooves the 
housewife, therefore, to buy apples in 


quanitity—such quantity.as she can 
conveniently store. 
Pick out the best looking apples 


from among those you purchase, wash 
them thoroughly with a~—brush and 
warm water, dry and polish with soft 
paper. Pile these in your prettiest 
fruit dish. The kiddie will often pass 
by the candy box to pick up and bit 
into an attractive apple. 

While nearly always apples in the 
raw are easily digested, it sometimes 
happens that in order to be more easy 
of digestion, they need to be cooked, 
Theré are innumerable recipes for 
cooking apples in various ways, but 
every housewife should be familiar 
with at least three or four easy meth- 
ods of preparation without reference 
to her cook book. 

For baking, select the green or 
cooking apple. It is perfectly possible 
to bake the pretty red apple so com- 
mon in many sections, but connoisseurs 
long ago decided upon the all-round 
superiority of the green apple, Since 
apples are of the acid fruits, cooking 
them in either tin or iron vessels must 
{be avoided. An earthen baking dish 
an aluminum pet or pan, or the fa- 
miliar agate or granite utensil must 
be used. 

Before deciding as to the number of 
{apples you will bake, remember that 
a left-over baked apple that has been 
properly cared for is quite as good 
the second or third day after baking 
It may be wise in order to economize 
in oven heat to bake more than you 
expect to use immediately. 

Scrub the apple, remove the core 
and a strip of skin an inch in width 
from the stem end of the apple. This 
will help to prevent the bursting of 
the skin. Place the apple on the bak 
ing dish, fill each cavity with brown 
sugar and add either a few grains of 
ground cinnamon or a few drops of 
lemon juice to each apple. A dot of 
butter may be put here and there on 
the apple. 

Pour a little water, preferably hot, 
into the bottom of the baking dish 
and set the dish in a moderate oven. 
Open the oven every ten minutes and 
with a spoon dip the syrup over the 
apple to prevent burning. Serve cold 
| either with the syrup formed in the 


™

dish or with cream, plain or whip- 


ped. 


From the less perfect apples one | 


may prepare stewed apples. Cut the 
apple in half, remove the skin and 
core, and from each half of the apple 
cut about four sections. May a syrup 
by boiling together for five minutes 
a cup of water and one-fourth of a 
cup of sugar. 

Into this put the apple and stew 
slowly until tender. Care must be 
taken not to overcook the apples and 
cause them to break. A bit of stick 
cinnamon or a couple of cloves or 
some lemon or orange rind may be 
cooked with the apple to vary the 
flavor. 

Deep dish apple pie should not be 
overlooked. This is made with an up- 
per crust only, The best crust. will 
soak the fruit juise if placed on the 
hottom, and unless one has a particu- 
larly good digestion it may cause 
trouble. A glass baking dish is ideal 
for this type of pie. The shops are 
showing delightful little individual 
glass pie dishes which are highly de- 
sirable for serving one-crust JE dae

The Candidate Again 

G. G. Coote, the candidate, was 
greeted by the singing of “He's 
Jolly Good Fellow.” He said he would 
not attempt to make a_ political 
speech. He would simply ask the 
help of the delegates and their best in 
the-campaign in order that the pre- 
mier’s declaration that tariff is the 
issue might be answered as it should 
be. The tariff was made for the man- 
ufacturers by Sir John A. MacDonald, 
and the parties in power had kept ‘t 
so, Judge the tariff by its results. 
It has been in force for 42 years. It 
was to do away with unemployment: 
it was to provide a market for the 
farmers’ produce, Yet there was 
never more unemployment than at 
the present time; it takes the hides of 
how many cattle to buy a pair of 
shoes, and more wool than Sandow 
could carry to buy a suit of clothes. 
The tariff has proven itself unsound 
The price of wheat to the farmer is 
made not a cent higher by the home 
market, but we pay higher for 90 per 
cent of our purchases because of the 
tariff. There is no tariff made by the 
people for the people; it is made for a 
few people of the privileged class. 
“Personally,” said the speaker, “I be- 
lieve in Free Trade, and I believe that 
when the world’s tariff barriers are 
broken down, one of the great causes 
of war will have been removed.” 

Wood After Meighen 

President Wood said he would speak 
briefly owing to the late hour. “We 
are entering into a national campaign 
opened yesterday by Premier Meigh- 
en at Portage, He said some very re- 
markable things in that address. He 
said the issue was the tariff, and he 
stood for the protective tariff as we 
have it now. He also said that if the 
Liberals or the Farmers got into 
power in this election it would be a 
disaster to the classes of this coun- 
try. To whom would it be a disas- 
ter? What is the condition the farm- 
ers are facing after 40 years of pro- 
tective tariff? We see today the price 
of primary products and the price of 
finished products farther apart than 
ever before in the history of man—

cost of machinery of production high- 
er than ever, The farmer is facing the 
most serious situation that he has 
ever faced. You have seen farm pro- 
ducts at lower prices, but at the 
same time the price of what you pur- 
chased was less than half what it is 
now. It takes more pounds of raw 
wool today than it ever did before to 
purchase a pound of the manufactured 
article. At the same time the farmers 
of Alberta would have been better off 
if they had killed 90 per cent. of their 
cattle two years ago. And yet Mr. 
Meighen says the country is facing 
disaster if the farmers are returned to 
power. If there is any worse disaster 
that could overtake the farmers than 
they are now facing, Lord save ts 
from it.” 

Tariff Doesn't Help 

Speaking of redistribution, Presi- 
dent Wood said Premier Meighen had 
told us that the farmers could not 
have objection to an election before 
redistribution, because what they 
would gain in representation in the 
west would be lost to the farmers in 
the east. How can Premier Meighen 
explain that on these broad acres of 
ours in Canada farming conditions are 
such that in the oldest section of the 
country the agricultural 
is decreasing?” 

“There is another issue more im- 
portant than the tariff—the old poli- 
cal party system and the new pro- 
gressive group, the organized citizen- 
ship group.” President Wood then 
went on to develop his theory of econ- 
omie group government which had 
been put to the test in one election 
in Alberta and had won. 

“There never was such a tyrranical 
government speaking commercially as 
we have in Canada today,” declared 
the speaker, who said we must learn 
as people to govern ourselves as we 
wish to be governed, an impossibility 
under the political party system. The 
farmers, he said, were not selfish in 
erganizing the primary producers who

consumers; they must have interest 
enough to organize the producers and 
consumers for their own protection

Name Must Be on List 


Under the new Elections Act a Brit- 
ish subject by birth or naturalization 
is entitled to vote if he or she is 21 
years of age, resident in Canada for 
one year, and in the constituency for 
two months at the time of the issue of 
the writ. In cities or towns of over 
2,500 population, a person to be al- 
lewed to vote must have his or her 
name entered on the voters’ list be- 


| fore election day. 


In towns or villages of 2,500 or less 
of population and in rural municipal- 
ities, persons otherwise qualified 
whose names are not on the list may 
vote declaring on election day they 
are entitled to vote, and at the same 
have the voter resident in the 
same poll whose name is on the list 
swear or declare to the qualifications 
of the applicant. 


Revised Lists 

“When the writs are issued, lists,” 
Mr. Smith says, will be revised in 
every polling sub-division in Canada, 
and the basis of these lists will be

inces where, since the provincial elec 
tions, new lists have been prepared by 
sheriffs or municipal or other officials 
for, or as a basis of provincial lists. 
To any provincial lists will be 
added names of persons now qualified, 
and names of non-qualified persons 
may be struck off. In provinces where 
there are no provincial lists as pointed 
out, then the lists are to be wholly 
prepared for the present elections. 
Notices will be posted in all the poll 
ing divisions, rural and urban, setting 
forth the days given to the revision 
of the lists.”

MACHINERY PRICES j 
WILL DROP 20 TO 30 ; 
PER CENT, THIS YEAR 


TORONTO, Sept. 26.—The Globe 
this morning says an announcement 
will be made this week by the manu- 
facturers of agricultural implements 
in Canada regarding the prices which 
will prevail for the next year. The 
new prices will average from 20 to 
30 per cent, lower than prices pre- 
vailing at the present time. 

The manufacturers have been fig- 
uring out the costs and expect that 
the cost of labor and materials will 
drop about 20 per cent.
